Lenny was decidedly weak and during one of the 
exchanges, as they neared the edge of the ring he 
grasped the rope with both hands and the combined 
efforts of the referee and Yanger were needed to break 
his hold. Lenny was tottering as the round ended. He 
was ina bad way, but clinching at every opportunity 
and holding on until the referee tore him away and 
then dancing all over the ring, he succeeded in avoiting 
a knockout.

As an incident to the excitement attending the 
Fitzsimmons-Maher fight in Texas, a few years ago, 
those who were in El Paso will remember how the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande was patroled day and 
night by Rarales, or native policemen, to prevent any 
invasion by the fight followers in an effort to hold the 
fight on Mexican soil. Judge then with what amaze- 
ment I read the other day the details of a bull fight 
which took place in the bull ring at Juarez—the very 
same bull ring, by the way, that Dan Stuart had in 
view in which to pitch the ring for Fitz and Maher. 
Six bulls were fought to the death, five horses were so 
horribly gored and torn by the horns of the infuriated 
bulls that they had to be killed, and yet the Rurales 
looked on and applauded this brutal exhibition, and 
not a suggestion of desire to interfere with it was mani- 
fested. This intensely interesting affair took place on 
a Sunday afternoon and lasted three hours. Ten thous- 
and people saw the battle and had their thirst for gore 
fully satisfied. The audience was made up principally 
of Americans, who attended merely to be able to say 
that they had seen a genuine Spanish bull fight by the 
greatest matadors extant. Many of the spectators were 
sickened by the sight of so much blood . women fainted 
and men accustomed to clean American sports left the 
building in disgust before the fight was half over. 

Fuentes, said to be the chief matador of Spain, played 
in fl luck. He stabbed one bull five times before 
finally driving the sword into a vital spot. Americans 
yelled to him to “Get an axe” to put “he beast out of his 
misery,and the bespangled matador was greatly dis- 
comfited. After the fight the American visitors 
knowing the antipathy with which Loxing contests are 
regarded by Mexicans, drew some deductions which 
were, to say the least, not complimentary to the latter’s 
ideas of sport.

‘Trish Champion Fought Less 


Than Two Rounds. 
AKRON GIANT IN FORM. 








Had His Opponent at His Mercy From 
the Very Outset. 





Vale, Peter Maher! 

The veteran Irish fighter, who for a decade and 
longer has been a strenuous factor in the pugilistic 
championship of the world, has probably engaged in 
his last fight. Three years ago, at the Lenox Athletic 
Club, he fought Gus Ruhlin twenty of the hardest 
rounds ever battled in a prize ring and thoroughly es- 
tablished his gameness. On March 21, at Philadelphia, 
he met Ruhlin again and was knocked out in two 
rounds. It is hard to reconcile the two fights and there 
is only one way to explain the result—Ruhlin has kept 
up with the pugilistic game step by step and progressed, 
if anything, while Maher, with dissipated habits, has 
permitted his fighting powers to wane until to-day he 
possesses hardly ability of a mediocre kind. The 
bout the other night was only “carded” for six rounds, 
but the end came in the second round, and there 
were many among the spectators who inclined to 
the opinion that he purposely left the opening for the 
blow which put him out rather than submit to the 
punishment which was inevitable. 

The young Akron giant punched Maher all around 
the ring, and finally beat him into unconsciousness 
after two minutes and fifty-six seconds of fighting in 
the second period of the battle. 

Ruhlin was quicker on his feet than he has ever 
shown before. He rushed Maher at the beginning and 
landed so frequently that Peter was in distress before 
the battle had progressed a minute. 

Maher landed often enough, but he had none of the 
old-time force behind his blows. 

The first round indicated how the fight would termi- 
nate. Maher was weak and persistently clinched to 
save himself from being punished. In the second 
Rublin let go a stiff left which Maher ducked. Ruhblin 
then rushed and sent a left into Peter’s wind. Peter 
lowered his guard and Rublin nailed him full on the 
jaw with a short but terrific right swing and Maher 
went down in a heap. Referee Crowhurst began to 
count off the ten seconds. When he reached nine 
Maher got up. He was groggy now and Rublin started 
to finish him. The Akronite planted a right-hand 
uppercut on the body. Maher was receiving a terrible 
grueling, but was game and fought back as well as he 
was able by landing an occasional swing on Ruhlin’s 
body orjaw. Ruhlin rushed Maher to the ropes and 
sent in four straight left jabs full into Maher’s face 
without » return, Peter being utterly unable to defend 
himself. These blows cut a gash over Peter’s right eye 
which caused che blood to flow down his face. Maher 
was hopelessly beaten now and he began to stagger 
around the ring with his hands hanging by his side. 
Ruhlin kept up his fierce attack and after he had 
landed a volley of blows Maher staggered. As he did 
80 Gus jabbed him full in the face with a stiff left. 
Maher dropped to the floor flat on his face and was 
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GUS GARDNER BEATEN BY ERNE. 


On the pugilistic ‘dope’ George McFadden, who has 
teen manifesting an untoward desire to fight Frank 
Erne, the lightweight champion, would have about as 
much chance of beating the latter as a tyro. Gus 
Gardner, the Philadelphia lightweight, who startled the 
pugilistic world a few weeks ago by gaining a decision 
over McFadden, and who was from then on heralded 
as a wonder, meta little more than his match in Erne 
at Chicago on March 21. 

The men met in a six-round fight, and for the whole 
time the contest lasted Erne demonstrated pretty 
clearly to the Quaker how little he knew about the 
game, Erne jabbed and hooked him about when- 
ever he wanted to, but did not seem anxious to land a 
knockout blow. Fe let the Philadelphian stay the 
limit but so thoroughly outclassed him that there was 
nothing for the referee to do but to give the Buffalo 
boy the decision. Gardner only hit Erne three times 
during the fight, but one of the punches had force 
enough to break two of the champion’s ribs,

Some of the best bowlers in the land are at the pres- | 
ent time devoting all their energies to the rolling up of | 
a score big enough to win the “Police Gazette” diamond | 
medal, The contest, which is for the championship of 
America, is being held at Joe Thum’s White Elephant 
Academy, Broadway and Thirty-First street, New 
York city, and will close this week. It is under 
the auspices of the United Bowling Clubs, and all the 
contestants are eligible to enter and compete for the 
magnificent trophy and the honor which goes with it. 

During the progress of the tournament, the trophy, a 
reproduction of which appears on this page, is on ex- 
hibition at the alleys, and it serves to stimulate the 
cracks to-whom successive “strikes” are an old story. 

It issafe to say that the medal is the handsomest 
which has ever been put up for competition, and in 
this particular case, the donor, Mr. Richard K. Fox, 
has outdone all his previous efforts. He has given 
away hundreds of medals, all of them valuable, too, 
but none quite so costly or as handsome as this one. 
It is over a foot in length, is of solid gold; beautifully de- 
signed with all the embellishments known to the art of 
the goldsmith, and is further adorned with diamonds, 
sapphires and rubies, perfectly cut and of the purest 
water, The pendant is of solid gold, like the bars, and | 
supports an artistically carved eagle, with spread wings 
between two delicately enamelled flags. A wreath of 
laurel leaves in green gold, in which are set costly gems, 
partly surround a trio of alley pins, the heads of which 
gleam with the most beautiful specimens of diamond, 
sapphire and ruby that money can buy. 

Itis hardly necessary to enter into a more detailed 
description of this emblem, as the skill of the half-tone 
engraver has made the reproduction which appears on 
this page. 

The names of the previous winners appear on the 
several bars. In order to ensure final possession a man 
must be champion for three years in a limited contest. 
Dan D. Frercks has won it twice and he has achance to 
carry away the honors of the present tourney. 

The annual champion receives from Mr. Fox a 
small but costly medal, which is an exact reproduc- 
tion of the original. 








Previous Winners. 


Henry Feldman, the first winner to have his name 
on the trophy, is the dean of the association, having 
founded the United Bowling Clubs of New York, 
which is the largest society of its kind in the world, In 
appreciation of his successful efforts he was elected its 
president, which position he held until 1893, It was he 
who organized the delegation of alley experts who rep- 
resented America in the bowling contest held in Ham- 
burg, Germany, in 1891. 

Dan Frercks, the 1897 and 1899 champion, is the 
owner of The Arcade Alleys in St. Mark’s place, New 
York city. He was one of the charter members and 
organizers of the famous Rosedale Club, and has won 
many trophies in competitions at the United Bowling 
Clubs, Plattsdeutsche-Volks and New York Central 
Scheutzen Corps. 

John Koster is another champion. He is the best 
bowler of the Fidelia Club, of New York city, of which 
he is a member. 

Fred Retter holds the highest average of the New 
York Royal Arcanum in their tournaments, and has 
been their champion for three years, 

Joe Thum, who is the owner ot several popular 
bowling establishments, among which are the famous 
Germania Alleys at 293 Bowery, and the White Ele- 
phant, where the present tournament is now in 
progress, is known wherever there are alleys, He 
belongs to the Spartan Club and was a champion 
in 1892. 

Among the contestants for the trophy this year are 
Charles C, Schoeneck, an ex-assemblyman of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., and a clever writer of bowling news for the 
Brooklyn Citizen; iarry Schaffer, a leading clubman 
of New York and Brooklyn, and owner of the Good 
Luck Alleys at Ninth avenue and Twentieth street, 
Brooklyn, and Nick Thyne, one of the best known 
men in this country, popularly known as “The Old 
War Horse.”’

One pound prepared beef suet 
(hard); two and one-half ounces bees- 
wax (pure, bright); one drachm Gum- 
Benzoin (in coarse powder); melt to- 
gether at gentle heat, stir well and 
after it has settled pour off the clear 
portion; to the latter, when it has 
cooled a little, add: One fluid drachm 
Oil of Lavender; fifteen drops Oil of 
Cassia; fifteen drops Essence of Am- 
bergris. Just before the mass con- 
cretes or solidifies, pour it into moulds 
of paper or tinfoil, and when these 
become hard cover with ornamental 
wrappers. This makes a very fine 
pomade of a light yellowish color. 
To make it lighter in color use one 
ounce of spermaceti instead of wax,
